Mrs. Peggy (Carl) Cheatle, 
and Miss Clara Sykes went 
away with a Councilmanic 
decision to have a temporary 
committee to consider writ¬ 
ing an ordinance covering 
the situation, and to report 
at next Tuesday’s regular 
Council meeting.
